the game. A table showing Tafr, ir)0; Roose- 
velt, 111; contested, none, would not be very 
much calculated to iiispiic confidence, whereas 
one abowing, "Taft iiooseveh, 19; contest- 
ed, r-*T, looked very ditl'erent. 

"That is the whole story of the larger uuiu- 
"t>er of Southern contesta that were started 
early in the game. It wasnever expected that 
they would be taken very seriously: thoy serv- 
ed a useful purpose, and now the National 
Committee ia deciding them in favor of Taft 
—in most caaea without real division." 

In tbe hurly-burly of the rip*roaring ezbibi* 
tion at Chicago there ia danger lest this naive 
and ingenious contribution to ita moving his- 
tory fail to] receive that ample consideration 
that belongs to if, and, if wo ri'sciie it from 
undeserved neglect, it is not so iiuicli tluit it 
tells what is new as that it conlirms what we 
have all along insisted to be true. 

It was Brotbor Mcilarg, you will remember 
who early discerned what a masterly practi- 
tioner of that brand of politica euphemistically 
known aa "practical" the lion* tamer is — not 
only discerned and diacovered, but with singn* 
lar vigor denounced. He had all a craftaman's 
admiration for tbe skill of one more deft than 
himself, and, as the (Jreat Man might have re- 
marked, Mcllnig was no slouch. What more 
natural then than to ittcruit him for the work 
of staging and ]iruducing the moving drama 
of the Rape of the South! Who but himself 
conld ao conveniently contrive to have contest 
and conflict apring up in hia footstepa? Who 
olae might be expected to inveat a "wad" ao 
wonderonaly wellK 

Tliere waa a great bunch of money moat 
charitably and nnaelfishly contributed by these 
liobber Barons so soon to be robbed of their 
baronies by their l)cneliciary, it were wise to 



place it where it would do the most goMi, and 
McHarg, a Taft worker in good standing, 
would- know where to look for raaulta. . 

W« want to say it was a neat job and a 
workmanliice. That it was ft flimsy and un- 
substantial waa not the fault of ita contriver, 
who ia entitled to feel chagrined that ao many 
of hia own bouae shoStd declare that he had 
no case. When Taft delegates* were first 
seated by unanimous votes the fabric began 
to crunible; thereaftcir claims would have to 
boar at least a semblance of justice, and the 
seeds of panic wore sown. Tbe man who an- 
nounces that be is going to be trobbed a ud 
nothing can avert the larcenous deed does not 
ao much aa get aympatb> from the police. 
Likelhtt caae of the stolen casket of thd prima 
donna there is a cloud of doubt hard to dispel.

don. Johnson ex- OUY FAWKEi 
plained that he waa the aervant 
of Matter Ttaomaa Piercy. who 
llred neat door to Parliament 
Houae, and that he wanted tb« vault 
as a storage place for fuel. 

.liimcH I. was king of England. He 
had 8U(<'e*ded Queen KlI/ab'Mh In 
ItiOS. He was a xooundrcl In a weak, 
atllted way. He peraoruted tbe Cath- 
ollca, broke hia solemn state prom- 
laes, Med out of difflculties and In 
other ways made for himself a heat 
of «Beal«o. Parliament, for tbe moat 
part, backed the king's wiahea. Hence 
Parliament ihared his unpopularity. 

A band of daring. If unacrupuloua, 
men resolved to rid England of King 
James, the royal family and Parlia- 
ment aa well by the very simple 
meann of deslroylnK tho whole lot at 
one blow. Their plan wnH to fill tbe 
cellara of the House of Lords with 
funpowder. Then. t>n tbe-dgy when 
tba kinf and bis family should come 
to open Parllamoit. to sst a match to 
the powdor aad blow up overy one in 
the buildlnc. 

Robert Catesby, Thoman Piercy and 
eiRhteen others weri" in the lonsplr- 
Bcy. They chose as tbe actual assas- 
sin a brave, heartleaa aoldler of for- 
tune wboae real name la aaid to have 
been Ouldo Fox. but who ia knewn to 
hiatory aa "Guy Fawkes." No one 
knows whother FVwkes was to re- 
ceive money for his deed or whether 
he conaented to do It thWAgh hatred 
for King James. 

In the early autumn of 1G04 the 
ronsplrators bpRan to <Mit n hole 
through the nine foot \vall between 
Plercy'a houae and Iho Parliament 
c«llara. Then, hearing the cellara 
were for rent, Farwkes hirsd t^m. 
After that the work went on easily 
aad safely enough. Thirty-six barrels 
of gunpowder wero rolled into the cel- 
lars and were covered with masses of 
wood. A train of powdar was laid. 
Everything was ready. 

Parliament was to meet on Novem- 
ber ."i, Klfll The kink,' and most of 
the royal f iiiillv «>■?(> i,i 1... tiu^re. At 
a siKnal Fawl^ee iahm to light the pow- 
der train and was then to escape by 
ahip to Flandera. The other conapira- 
tors wore to kill or captrue any mem- 
bers of the royal Camtly who did not 
chance to be at Parliament's opening. 

No one betrayed this plot, which 
might have chnnfced the history of 
ttie vi(orld. Vet If was dlHcovered 
The discovery came about In an odd 
way. 

■ One of the conspirators— which one 
was never known— was a fHond of 
Lord Montaagto, a aotad Bagllah 
atateaman. Ha seat Montaagla an 

anonymous letter, begging hlia to 
keep away from the opening of Par- 
liament. Monteagle, not aure whether 
or not tbe warning wum a Joke, show- 
ed It to the secretary of state. The 
secretary laughed at It as a hoax, but 
was Induced to show it to the king. 
James (who was so cowardly that 
the eight of a aword used to make 
him 111) fell Into a frensy of fear. On 
the night of Nor. 4 he ordered Par* 
liameat honsa aaarehed. As the 
searebars nearad tha eallara they met 
Ouy ntwkas coming out. He was 
seised before he could dart back and 
the place was ransacked. 

The sight of so large a pile of 
wood roused siisiilclon The wood 
waa cleared away and the gunpowder 
barrela were discovered. Fawkes, 
raving with helpleas fury, atrove In 
vain to set ftre to tha gunpowder and 
to die with bis oaamiea. He^ waa 
overpowered aad dragged bafpra tha 
king. T^ara ba laada .sarly. coa* 
temptuous aniwera to all questions 
and refused to betray hia accom- 
pllcea. But torture at laat made bIm 
speak Tbe conspirators were Belted 
and most of them were executed — 
Fawkes last of all. An old chronicle 
gives the following account of hia 
farewell to the world: 

"Thia very tall and dasparate fel- 
low . s . made no long spaoob, but 
(after a sort). saaoUag sorry (or hia 
offenae. askad a klad of HotiItwms 
of tha klag aad tha itata for bU 
bloody taMoat" 

All Europe ahuddered over Eng- 
land'a narrow eacap(>. Th« flftb of 
November was ordained by Kln^ 
Jamea "to be observed forever aa a 
day of thanksgiving." For oentarlea 
thereafter Nov. S waft celebrated 
throughout England much aa we cele- 
brata July 4. Amid bonflrea aad aoiae 
Qvf Fawkes waa baraad la allgy- 
■van a«w tha eaUars of tha booaaa of 
Paritamat at* ragolarly "saarebad" 
ia la ato r y o( a aoivanuMatf* oM4lMa 
pwU. 

■Ob for more than three hundred 
yaara after hia death. Ouy Fawkoa 
hae had the honor of an annual "Day" 
— a privilege denied to moet hwoee 
,aad aoeorded peibapa to ao
